“The lowness of traffic morals 
of the road users, including driy- 
ers, pedestrians and others, their 
indifference to the traffic ryles 
prescribed by laws and ofdinanc-' 
es, has been increasing the traf- 
fic acidents remarkably, year 
after year... The direct causts 
are due to reckless driving and 
carelessness of drivers, and to 
the carelessness of pedestrians.” 

Probably sounds famiciar. 

This time, though, the words 
wern't directed at Californians. 
The above quotation comes di- 
rectly from the annual report of 
the Traffic Police of Japan, agen- 
cy responsible for traffic safety 
on Japan’s highways. 

“This distinct similarity of 
this message with those frequent- 
ly voiced in California ‘and 
throughout the nation points up 
rather dramaticaliy a simple 
truth,” commented California 
Highway Patrol Commissioner 
Bradford M, Crittenden. 

“The driver is the only person 
who can bring about a significant 
reduction in traffic. accidents —
